Paul fays, “ fup- 
plications, prayers, and intcicefioas ought 
firtt of all to be made for Kings,’’ and thofe 
who believe in the efficacy of prayer con 
have no properer object for their fupplication, 
than the man whofe tyranny we have cf- 
caped.

TO THE PUBLIC. 


IT is not only cuftomary, but highly 
proper that every perfon who means to be- 
come the Editor of. a Newfpaper, fhould 
declare openly to the world his political 
principles. In doing this, I feel no relué~ 
ance; for in all my former publications, I 
have omitted no opportunity of declaring my 
ientiments in fupport ofa Republican fyftem 
of government, as the wifeft and beft calcu- 
lated for premotiag the general happinefs of 
mankind. Every other fyftem is a forced 
ftate, i which power, intereft, and arAbi- 
tion, controul the general will; rendering 
the induary of the great body of the com- 
munity fubfervient to their felf gratification. 
-——It is true, that every man, in every age, 
and in whafever fituation he may be placed, 
is liable to error; for his errors, humanity 
is willing to admit ofan apology; but whe. 
an individual becomes the organ of a nation, 
if he commits errors, whether they proceed 
from ambition, from ignorance, or from the 
love ef power, they are, ina greateror leffer 
degree, political evils. They demand the 
fooneft poffible redrefs. It is ene of the 
groat bleffings of a Republican fyftem of 
government, that political crrors can only 
be of fhart duration, as long as a people re- 
tain their virtue, and have fufficient fources 
of information. ‘This was very happily 
exemplified by the late change which took 
place, in the adminiftratien of the general 
government. 

That few governments have exifted, for 
any length of time, without political pare 
ties, is fully teftified by hiftory. That a 
free government can exiit without parties is 
very queftionable. The great error of poli- 








tical parties, under apy fettled form of gow 
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vernment, wren not direfted by cool and 
de"ibérative minds, is the animofity which 
they exh, bit towards each other, Every 
political: mecafure and fentiment, is too often 
imputed to the pafeft motive. Partizans 
forget the Philanthrophy commen to their 
nature—the ties of friendfhip are broken, 
and the doors of hofpitality fhut againft each 
other. This was ftrikingly illuftrated dur- . 
iug the bte reign of terror. 

Sheuld thé Editor receive that eneourage., 
ment which would efiable him to carry his 
vicws into operation, every political meas 
fure fhall be difcuffed with candor, coole 
nefs, and argument. Neither ribaldry, 
vulgarifms, nor perfonalities, fhall find a 
place in his paper. To expofe the ambitious 
attempts of ariftocracy to fubvert the confti- 
tution of the Unired States, and that of 
Pennfylvania, will be one of the chief ob- 
jects of the Editor £ befides the diffufien of 
political information, domettic and, foreign 
intelligence. Thefe will conftitute the 
fubje&t matter of the INDEPENDENT 
WulG. 

As foon as a fufficient numbers of fub- 
fcribers is obtained to defray the expence of 
paper and printing, it will immediately be 
put to prefs.
